And when Truman 
himself ran for the presidency 


in 1948 he barely made it over 
Thomas E. Dewey.

man years, there was so much 
discontent over the Korean Wai,^ 
and confusion over McCarthy-* 
ism that the voters put the Re- 
publicans in charge of the White 
House and Congress.

ost emotionally disturbed children are not 
mentally retarded. 


Still, such children were—and still are—placed 


in homes for the delinquent or mentally re- 
tarded; in state institutions, often in wards with 
psychotic patients. 


Cumberland House, in Nashville, Term., was 


established in 1962 under a grant from the 
National Institute of Mental Health as a pilot 
center of a project designed to combat this. 


Some 32 children now reside at Cumberland 


House. They live in dormitories, each housing 
eight students and a teacher-counselor. 


The children, aged six through 12, are usually 


referred to the school by mental health clinics. 
Parents pay a tuition based on their ability to 
pay. 


A student's life is filled with academic work, 


recreation and arts and crafts—an optimistic, 


vigorous program that makes it difficult for a 
child to act in a disturbed way. Each child is 
counseled on his particular problems and is 
drawn into group life. 


The goal of the school is to develop ways to 


help disturbed children so that they won't be 
institutionalized as adults. The emphasis is on 
educating the child to adjust to all phases of 
normal life rather than on psychotherapy. 


Many of the children are returned home and 


to normal schools after an average of six 
months. School officials do admit, though, that 
not all of the 250 children enrolled so far have 
been helped. 


Dr. Kenneth Hobbs, chief investigator for the 


project, termed it "very remarkably successful. 
There has been a 75 percent improvement rate 
at less expense than normal psychotherapy 
methods, he said. 
The children at Cumberland House are divided into 
groups small enough to allow individual instruction 
and personal attention from their teacher-counselors. 


Students and counselor share a quiet moment of prayer 
before sitting down to the evening meal. After dinner, 
the students will have supervised homework sessions.

NEW YORK — (NBA) — 


The teen-ager today is learn- 
ing to decorate with dash. In 
many cases this does not mean 
spending several months' al- 
lowance (and their parents' ex- 
tra donations to meet youthful 
extravagances) to brighten a 
room. Deft use of inexpensive 
fabric applied to old furniture 
turns the trick. 


In fact, the all-fabric look or 


total upholstery is growing in 
home furnishings design. It 
can be accomplished with a 
few tacks, paste or glue and 
inexpensive yard goods. 


One designer took advan- 


tage of bright and clever ap- 
parel fabrics in Avril rayon 
and cotton to bring a refresh- 
ing fashion look to chairs, 
chests and other household 
items slated to redecorate a 
young girl's special room. 


When buying such fabric, 


check the width. Select yard 
goods that are 45 to 54 inches 
wide, if possible, rather than 
36 inches for a better buy per 
yard. 


Some suggested things to 


cover with fabric to dress a 
teen-ager's room are 
card- 


board 
files, kitchen chairs, 


plain three-drawer chests. 


In some cases the young 


decorator will want to use 
colorful paints to pick up 
certain color tones in the fab- 
rics she selects for her room. 
In addition, there is no reason 
why a young man cannot use 
.the same technique to spruce 
up a sparsely decorated room. 


Space usually is the prob- 


lem. According to a decora- 
ting guidebook compiled by 
Seventeen, all it takes is a 
shifting of common room in- 
gredients to make better use 
of space. For example, use a 
cedar chest as a nightstand or 
to double as a window seat. 
Stack chests, cabinets 
and 


bookcases to take up little 
space and get the most use 
from them. Also use color to 
make a room appear larger. 
Avoid dark colors, although 
very 
sophisticated, 
because 


they absorb light and make a 
room seem smaller and closer. 
A room with a northern light 
needs warm colors but a room 
with a warm light needs cool 
blues and greens or violet. 


When selecting fabric to 


cover furniture in a room, 
don't be afraid to mix florals, 
checks and plaids as long as 
there is a continuing color tn

bind them together. 


To apply fabric to furniture, 


do not smooth the surface 
completely. Rub off wax with 
turpentine or alcohol. A light 
rubbing with sandpaper or 
steel wool roughens the sur- 
face enough to provide a 
good "grip" for the fabric. 


To fit fabric, hold a piece 


against the area to be covered 
and cut. If it is a stripe or 
plaid, line it up horizontally 
or vertically. With the mini- 
patterns, don't bother. 


Apply a rubber cement to 


the wood. It will hold edges of 
cut fabric so they do not ravel. 
Lap fabric at bottom when 
covering chair legs and sides 
of chests or boxes but do not 
lap fabric around doors or 
drawers since this can make 


. them fit too tightly. Let glue 


dry 
thoroughly, 
and 
trim 


edges of fabric with a sharp 
razor blade for neatness. To 
protect colors from mellowing 
as they age, spray on a shellac 
or brush on varnish. A plastic 
spray is especially good for 
brightly colored fabrics.

10,000 Enemy 
Troops Poised 
for Big Drive

said today up to 10,000 North 
Vietnamese regulars are poised 
in the Chu Phong Mountains in 
Oambodia, presumably for a

Nam. 


This was learned after Maj. 


Gen. Stanley R. Larsen said in 
Washington that up to six North 
Vietnamese 
regiments 
are 


massed in Oambodia for a pos- 
sible drive into South Viet Nam. 


Larsen, commander of Field 


Fdfce 1, comprising all major 
U.S. Army and Korean ground 
forces hi about 40 per cent of 
South Viet Nam, made the 
statement at a Washington news 
conference.

Johnson Hits 
Injustice in 
South Africa 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson, in his first major 
policy statement on Africa, has 
publicly deplored racial and 
political injustice there. 
Offi- 


cials said his word applied to 
Rhodeia, South Africa and Por- 
tugal' African colonies. 


Addressing more than 300 Af- 


rican diplomats and others at 
an infomal White House recep- 
tion Thursday night, Johnson 
described as repugnant "the 
narrow and outmoded policy 
which in some parts of Africa 
permits the few to rule at the 
expense of the many." 


In what was described as a 


general statement of principle, 
Johnson said, "The government 
of the United States cannot, 
therefore, condone the perpetu- 
ation of racial or political injus- 
tice anywhere in the world. We 
shall continue to provide our full 
share of assistance to refugees 
from social and political oppres- 
sion." 


The President said this coun- 


try's support for self-determina- 
tion "and an orderly transition 
to majority rule in every quar- 
ter of the globe" guides Ameri- 
can policy toward white- ruled 
Rhodesia as in India, the Phil- 
ippines, Viet Nam, Pakistan and 
elewhere.

South Africa and the Portu- 
guese 
colonies.

hedging, one said flatly t h e y 
would b e included within t h e 
scope of Johnson's statement- 


Johnson expressed a willing-

Africa" with aid, trade and oth- 
er activities. And he announced 
that Ed Korry, U.S. ambassador 
to Ethiopia, will work fulltime 
in the weeks ahead reviewing 
U.S. development policies and 
programs in Africa.

sion of existing policy but rather 
pulle dpolicy guidelines together

In discussing self-government 


by majority rule, Johnson said 
"the United States has learned 
from lamentable personal expe-. 
Hence the waste and injustice 
that result from the domination 
of one race by another." 


He also told the diplomats 


••just as we are determined to 
remove the remnants of ine- 
quality from our own midst, we 
also are with you — heart and 
soul — as you try to do tht 
same. '
